itatively smoking. 
The glowing bowl 


of his pipe rested on the top of a bar- 
rel some distance away, and the stem 
was fully four feet long.

thin, and seemed to be bone. Its hue 
was a bright, glossy black, though 
what its original color had been the 
sailor had to say. It curved with a 
long, graceful, uniform sweep from the 
mariner's lips to the bowl. 


"It's the wing bone of. a man-o'-war 


bird," said the owner when asked 
about it. "Land folks, I believe, call 
them albatrosses; we sailors like the 
old name of man-o'-war bird better. 
I caught the one that I got this stem 
from about five hundred miles south of 
the Cape of Good Hope. I hooked him 
with a piece of raw fat pork tied to the 
end of a. rope lanyard. 
It was blowing 


half a gale of wind, and the man-o'-war 
birds were out enjoying it as usual. 


"They just touch the top of a wave 


with their feet, and then give a sharp, 
quick cry and go driving on a hundred 
yards or so before they take another 
plunge. I got a big lump of fat pork 
at the galley, and let it tow overboard 
with the lanyard, about fifty yards 
astern of the ship. One of the "birds 
saw it, and had swallowed it in a min- 
ute, and we began to haul him. My 
stars! but ho gave us a job. It took 
live of us to get him on deck, and then, 
of all the unwieldy birds you ever saw 
he was t .e worst. A gooso would 
have been graceful to him, and he did 
not seem a bit like tho beautiful white 
birds of his kind that were sweeping 
about tho ship, now ahead and now 
astern, sailing against the wind or with 
it just about the same rate of speed, 
and seeming to be part of the gale. 


"My prisoner squatted down on tho 


There was no 
doubt about it. Ho sobbed and whim-

pipe-stems of them. They are hollow, 
flesh-colored, aud very light, and that 
is the reason the raan-o'-war bird can 
Iv so long. It is forever on the wino-, 
anil only goes ashore on so mo ««i»iuj£_ 
ited island iitr. breeding-time. Sailors 
think they .sleep Hying, that is, some 
of thorn tnink so but"! believe they 
sleep lloatiug on the water, when it fs 
calm enough—which is not often about 
the Cape pf Good Hope, or else never 
sleep at all. They are the -biggest 
birds that live auyvyh.erc. Tho one I 
caught weighed tvvcr4yVnine pounds, 
and measured seventeen feetfrom wing 
tip to wing tip, and he was not at all a 
large one. No, we had no ill luck after 
the b:rd's death. 
If you shoot one and 


kill him you may look out for squalls, 
but to natch him with a piece of fat 
pork and lot him die oq deck is a dif- 
ferent thing altogether, you know."—

tigation of an intelligent and sceptical 
mblic is a matter of conjecture.'^—N.

contrive^their close stoves on a com- 
fortablegprinciple. 
Earthenware and 


brickwork are largely used, instead of 
metal, £.s a means of making the heat 
less intense near the stove, and of 
keeping up a reservoir of heat after 
the fire is extinguished. The stove is 
built in a massive style, and consists 
of a series of chambers, of which the 
lowest serves as the fireplace, and the 
upper ones as flues; and being com- 
posed almost entirely of brick and por- 
celain, the outer surface remains at a 
moderate temperature for a very long 
period.

ABOUT SHAD. 


When Billy Badger first located bis 


fishery on the Delaware river, the 
present oldest inhabitant of Burling- 
ton probably bad not yet been thought 
about. The story goes that the origi- 
nal grant therefor came from William 
Penn, which we don't question, al- 
though to be vulgar, this sounds fishy. 
Billy Badger has long since gone where 
the good fishermen go, a departure 
hastened, it is said, by that gentle- 
man's financial mishaps, the result of 
undue fondness for horse racing and 
divers other sports, but the fishery 
joes on, and for thirty-three seasons 
las gone under the management ol 
the Dwyer family, of Philadelphia 
First Daniel Dwyer, then his sons 
William Dywer to-day being the boss 
ishcrman at this well known establish* 
ment. Jus.t here would be a very 
;ood place to say that running a fishing 
ihore is no child's play. As many as 
thirty men arc employed here and the 
running expenses are sixty dollars per 
day. The figures just named include 
such items as men's wages, food, rent, 
net repairs, salt, ice, etc. The present 
owner of this property is Caleb N. 
Taylor, of Newportville, Bucks county, 
'a. There are many points of Interest 
about the matter; there is also much 
;ood that may be said of the shad, 
>ut there is one thing about him that 
s perhaps not generally known, viz. 
hat he is ';hc herring's big brother, 
n other words, this fish is of the genus 
lupeido!, as also is the herring and 
uany others. Monday is usually a big 
lay at the fishing cabin and those of 
ur towns people who are sufficiently 
curious and have the leisure, should go 
over and see the fishermen make a 
haul. Two hundred fathoms of seine 
are used, and is manipulated by 
twenty of the meu, always under the 
eye of Mr. Dywer. 
The seine is 


rowed some distance above the cub in 
and the shore line given in charge of 
half a dozen men. The boat carrying 
the seine is then rowed off in a straight 
line till the seine is all in the water, 
after which 
the boat is 
beaded 


diagonally- for the landing point, 
playing out all the while the hauling 
line. About an hour is consumed in 
making a haul, all the work being done 
by band. Last Monday was the best 
day of the season up to that time, one 
hundrel and fifty shad being landed 
at one baul. The men employed about 
the fishery are inclined to be hard 
citizens, but William Dwyer says, he 
never before saw so many temperance 
men on the shore. Fishermen have a 
very peculiar way of counting. They 
look at a pile offish and say there are 
so many, and that settles it. The pile 
goes for what it will fetch. This little 
eirr.umstanr.p tutrluins cave rise to the 
vulgarity indulged in before.—Burling- 
ton Gazette.

PROTECTION AGAINST CHOLERA: 


Professor William Pepper, Provost 


of the University of Pennsylvania, 
suggests the 
following 
precautions 


against ceolera : 


If cholera should appear in any com- 


munity there are certain rules by which 
the safety of the individual may be 
greatly enhanced. 


All excessive fatigue or excitement 


should be avoided, as well as whatever 
would reduce tbe system. 


Great care should be observed in the 


diet, and fruits and green vegetables 
should be used spariagly, and only when 
thoroughly ripe and in good condition. 
There can bs no doubt as to the "fre- 
quency with which an attack of cholera 
is precipitated by tbe sale of vege- 
tables or unripe fruit. 


Such drinking water as is supplied 


to our large cities should be used only 
after boiling, since it would be impos- 
sible to be sure that no cholera poison 
bad entered, and since the poison 
would be destroyed by the process of 
boiling. 


Equal care must be given to dress 


and to the avoidance of taking cold, as 
from exposure to drafts or from too 
rapid cooling of the body when heated. 


These precautions as to diet, dress, 


exercise and maintenance of strength 
are of incalculable importance. 


Another point to be insisted upon is 


that tbe slightest irritation of the 
stomach or bowels at such times should 
receive prompt and serious attention. 


Slight diarrhoea often precedes an 


attack of cholera for a few days, and 
if promptly treated by rest in bed and 
>y suitable remedies, ends without 
further trouble, but if neglected is 
apt to be followed by a fully developed 
attack of this dread disease. 


Strict care will prevent such diarr- 


hoea, but its occurrence will demand 
immediate medical attention. 
It is 


safe and proper to use a few doses of 
such remedies as cblorodyne or pare- 
goric pending th« arrival of a physician, 
but even the mildest symptoms of 
diarrhoea at a time when cholera is 
prevalent demand more careful treat- 
ment than the patient can direct for 
himself. Tbe delay of even a few hours 
at such a time may prove fatal. '

It is 
of assorted flavors, strawberry, choc- 
olate, and vanilla—and each cake is 
put up in white, waxen paper. 
We 


sell it in lots to suit, and it retails for 
five cents per cake. Then we have a 
hsavy-sugwed corn in assorted flavors, 
called 'crumbs of comfort.' 
As a 


novelty, also, we get up hrge guess 
corn-balls, of any size, for church and 
society fairs. 
We made one some 


time ago containing three bushels of 
corn, and one quite recently contain- 
ing over a bmhcl." 


"Any more novelties ?" 
"Yes, we make what we call 'a re- 


turn corn-ball,' with elastic attached, 
which retails for a penny. And we 
are putting corn of assorted flavors 
into lace bags of many colors. These 
retail at five cents per bag. 
In the 


last four years we have gotten up no 
less than eight different styles of pen- 
ny 
popcorn 
prize-packages. 
For 


Christmas we get up plain white and 
red and white sugared corn, of assorted 
flavors, for stringing, Tbese strings 
of corn as you know, are largely used 
for decorating Christmas trees.

molasses, and put up in glass front 
cans, and a ground or fine corn cake, 
also made with molasses, and put up 
in tin boxes. , The latter are especially 
for the Southern and Western trade, 
hut-there is also -a large demand for 
them in New England.

PENSION 
FRAUDS.—The Commis- 


sioner of Tensions, at Washington, has 
directed 
Colonel Norris, 
Pension 


Agent in Philadelphia, to drop 10;} 
names which have been drawing pen- 
sions, although the pensioners are 
dead. 
In some of these cases the per- 


sons in whose names the pensions were 
drawn have been dead since 1871. 
The suspension of seven widows has 
also been ordered, who married in 1881. 
This order is the result of recent in- 
vestigation by special agents, who dis- 
covered the frauds and secured the 
conviction of Thomas Lawrence, who 
was sentenced to four years imprison- 
ment and $5000 fine. Lawrence was 
a clerk under Jthe late Pension Agent, 
General Sickel, and the present in- 
cumbent of the office is in no way in- 
volved. 
Lawrence had charge of the 


women's department, and would not 
send to Washington the certificates of 
pensioners who died, but kept the 
names on Ihe roll and himself drew 
the money upon their vouchers. W. 
S. Frees, a clerk in Lawrence's office, 
is now under indictment for complici- 
ty in these frauds 
Tlio amount of 


money obtained bv these false vouchers 
is between $'20,000 and $-25.000, and 
the Commissioner of Pensions hnd re- 
quested Attorney General Garland to 
briiis suit against General Sickel and 
his bondsmen for the amount thus 
stolen during his incumbency of the 
place. 
General Sickel holds that lie 


is not responsible for this money ob- 
tainul bv forgery and has engaged 
John G. Johnson to defend the suits.
